New York Sept. 1.— The Germans 
are holding fast to their original long 
French line of fortifications running 
southeast from La Fere. 
The present position of the Ger­ 
mans is curiosity similar on a larger 
scale to the conditions they ov ercome 
at Namur. 
In Belgium was the apex 
of an angle formed by the Meuse and 
Sambre riv ers. 
In the same 
way , 
Amiens is at the apex of 
an 
angle 
formed by the Somme and Av re riv ­ 
ers, which now are barring the Ger­ 
mans approach 
to 
Paris. 
Amiens, 
howev er, is not fortified, although it 
is the headquarters of 
the 
second 
crops, 
commanded 
by 
General 
Piequart of Dery fus case fame. 
The fortifications face 
the 
open 
side of the Somme-Av re Angle, be­ 
ginning at La Fere and 
running 45 
miles 
in 
the 
opposite 
direction 
through Laon and Kheims. The Ger­ 
mans are now aiming to pass through 
this Angle by three roads conv erging 
on 
Paris. 
The 
roads 
run 
from 
Amiens, from Penronne and from St. 
Qbent in, respectiv ely sev enty , eighty 
and ninety miles from 
the 
capital. 
The fortifications of La Fere are 15 
miles east of the St. Quentin road, 
25 miles east of the 
Peronne 
road 
aud 50 miles cast of the Amiens road. 
The Germans must cov er the for­ 


tr e s s as they did at Namur and pro­ 
ceed across the two riv ers. They must 
descend from hills ov er the 
Somme 
and then after trav ersing a plain of 
20 miles between the two riv ers, cross 
t lie Av re by ascending a 
series 
of 
heights. The geographical conditions 
giv e warrant for Sir J ohn French’s 
prediction that the allied 
positions 
are such as to inv ite a German dis­ 
aster if a deciv e battle were fought. 
Germany is showing much skill by 
attempting to drag Turkey into the. 
war as her ally . 
Two, indirect but 
v ery important, influences adv anta­ 
geous to Germany , might result. 
The Turks could inv ade with hope 
of success, for the British 
garrison 
consists only of 17,000 nativ e and 
6,000 British troops. 
The inv asion 
would he through the lfoly 
Land, 
passing by J erusalem and across the 
Sinai penisula. 
This would fire the 
imagination of Moslems, and if 
the 
Sultan, as head of the Mohammedan 
church were to incite 
a 
successful 
rev olt in Egy pt, it might spread to 
the millions of French Mohammedans 
subjects in North Africa and British 
Mohammedans in India. 
Ev en, howev er, if the German and 
Turkish armies 
were 
unsuccessful, 
Germany might benefit at the peace 


c o n g re ss after the war. 
The dispo­ 
sition of Constantinople 
would 
be 
one of the important questions be­ 
fore the c o n g re ss and Germany might 
sow seeds of dissension by rousing 
British and Russian jealousies which 
hav e centered about Constantinople’s 
Christian ownership for many y ears.
